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(54) METHOD FOR PREPARING VIDEO 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a method for 
preparing a video for enabling the preservation and 
reproduction of the combining procedure of second- 
dimensional partial videos reaching completion or the 
reuse of the second-dimensional partial videos at the 
time of preparing a video. 

SOLUTION: A video is expressed by using a video 
description structure constituted of the polymer of plura 
second-dimensional partial videos 101A-101D necessary 
at the time of preparing a complete video 103 and the 
combining procedure 102, and stored in a storage device 
104. The stored second-dimensional partial videos 
101A-101D are used so that the reuse of the second- 
dimensional partial videos can be attained, and the 
combining procedure 102 is used so that the reuse of 
the procedure reaching the generation of the complete 
video 103 can be attained. 
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Video Creation Method 

[Abstract] 
5 [Problems to be Solved] 

To provide a video creation method for enabling 
the preservation and reproduction of the combining 
procedure of two-dimensional partial videos up to 
completion or the reuse of the two-dimensional partial 

10 videos at the time of generating a video. 
[Means for Solving the Problems] 

A video is expressed using a video description 
structure constituted of the aggregate of a plurality 
of two-dimensional partial videos 101A through 101D 

15 needed at the time of creating a complete video 103 and 
the combining procedure 102, and is stored in a storage 
device 104. By using the stored two-dimensional partial 
videos 101A through 101D, the two-dimensional partial 
videos can be reused, and by using the combining 

20 procedure 102, the procedure creating the complete video 
103 can be reproduced.

Fig. 5 shows the fifth preferred embodiment of the 
present invention .

5 Reference number 501 represents partial videos 

and the combining procedure stored in a time axis. Each 
of reference numbers 501-1, 501-2, 501-3 and the like 
represent the first frame, the second frame, the third 
frame and the like, respectively, and each of them can 
10 include all the configurations described in the first, 
second, third and fourth preferred embodiments.

Reference number 502 represents a complete video, 
and reference numbers 502-1, 502-2, 502-3 and the like, 
15 represent the first frame, second frame and third frame 
and the like of the complete video, respectively.

If one partial video is used in different frames, 
the duplication of storage can be avoided by using the 
20 identification number described in the second preferred 
embodiment and the database described in the third 
preferred embodiment .

Furthermore, by using a plurality of the combining 
procedures, a video can also be created along a plurality 
of time axes .

According to the preferred embodiment, the 
effects described in the first, second, third and fourth 
preferred embodiments can be obtained for not only 
static videos but also videos created along a time axis.
